Law Revised 


Without disturbing the funda- 
mental objectives of the Financial 
Responsibility Law, the 1949 Le- 
gislature amended the statute to 
provide for more effective admi- 
nistration by the Department of 
Motor Vehicles, Director A. H. 
Henderson announced, 

Drivers, with a few exceptions 
noted below, still must report 
any accident in which they are 
involved on the streets or high- 
ways of this State if the property 
of any one person was damaged 
to the extent of more than $100 
or death or bodily injury to any 
degree resulted. 

They must then show evidence 
of valid insurance policy or bond, 
post security sufficient to meet 
any judgement which might arise 
from the mishap or obtain re- 
leases, covenants not to sue, judg- 
ments of nonliability or settle- 
ment agreements. Failure to meet 


,one_of .these requirements. qjakes 


it mandatory upon the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles to suspend 
the individual's privilege to drive 
to drive in California.

Erected on the corner of Arrow Highway and Second 
avenue is a street sign. This sign is a sample of what the 
City of Upland might mark its street with if the word is 


given by the city manager and the council. 


‘ 


The sign is highly legible with black, block letters 
on a white background of enameled metal. The sign erec- 
ted is a sample sent to the City of Upland by a sign manu- 
facturing firm and may be the type finally selected, 
though the total cost of erecting signs on all of Upland’s 
intersections may require contractors’ bids. 


What's the point of all this explanation? Can‘t we just 
go ahead and have street signs in Upland. like Ontario 
will soon have, along with other progressive southern 


California cities? 


The holdup, according to Upland City Manager, R. G. 
Manley, is because the city planning commission has in 
its files under old business a scheme for changing the 
names of all the streets in Upland except for Euclid ave- 


nue. 


The planning commission hasn’t discussed the matter 
of name changes since. When two members of the name 
change committee failed to get together and gave the 
press two different copies of what those c!.c.:ces were to 


be. 


We believe it is about time the planning commission 
either jettisons the idea of changing the names of all the 
streets in Upland or goes ahead with the recommendation 
and passes it on to the city council. 


We believe that in the interests of lessening confusion 
that the name change idea should be dropped altogether. 


Upland and a hundred other cities in San Bernardino 
county sorely need le-ible street signs. San Bernardino 
is one of the worst offenders for confusing its residents 
and visitors with even curb signs highly illegible. 


Upland at least keeps its curb signs painted but this 
is a constantly recurring maintenance cost. Metal signs 
are a single expenditure—except for those shot up by 
trigger-happy hunters. Curb signs cannot have large let- 
ters and require a lot of squinting before the street name 


can be read. 


The only real solution as experienced in other com- 
munities is the installation of metal signs on metal or 
wooden posts with block numbers as a further guide. 


Maybe, if you've lived in Upland for a long time, the 
need for the signs seems unnecessary, but if you're a 
visitor from another city, it’s sure sign of a lack of com- 
munity pride not to find good street signs. 


So let’s not let a pigeon-holed plan for renaming the 


streets of the entire city step us from being able to know 


where we're going.

NEW YORK (AP)—Carlton E. 
Morse is a pleasant, balding man 
of 48 who bakes his own bread 


He also eats steak and pota- 
tces for breakfast—seven days a 
week—and believes he makes the 
best apple pie in America. 

“It’s an apple pie with pears in 
it—and a little dash of rum,” he 
explained. . 

Morse is better known for his 
skill at the typewriter, however, 
than his skill with the _ skillet.

His most durable breadwinner 
has been “One Man’s Family,” 
a weekly NBC half-hour program

“When I started there were only 
seven characters,” said Morse. 
“Now there are 18 active charac- 
ters, and I’m in the third genera- 
tion of the family.” 

He is proud that six of the 
seven actors who appeared on 
the first broadcast of the program 
still play their original roles. 
Members of the live cast have 
had a total of 22 children during 
the 18 years. Morse and his wife, 
Patricia, are childless.

“The program is really an 
idealization of my husband’s own 
family,” said Mrs. Morse. “His 
father and mother are a wonder- 
ful couple. They just celebrated 
their golden wedding anniver- 
sary.” 

Morse rises every morning at 
6:30 and cooks breakfast. By 
seven he is at his typewriter. He 
is a swift writer. By 9:30 he has
